The District is in a way the pivot of the whole struc- 
ture of Planning. At that level plans from different sectors 
come intimately into the life of the people. It was there- 
fore considered necessary to draft and publish the district 
plans. The District Plans for the year 1956-57 were accor- 
dingly published for the 11 districts of the former Andhra 
State. A similar attempt has been made to work out the 
plans of all the 20 districts of Andhra Pradesh for the 
year 1957-58, 

The book is divided into 2 parts ; Part I gives some 
general statistical information pertaining to the district 
together with a brief account of the State’s Second Year 
programme under the Plan and Part II gives the detailed 
programmes of development works. In addition to the 
various programmes which would benefit the district in 
particular, this book includes details of schemes that 
would benefit a particular region or the State as a whole 
but which are implemented in the district. For instance, 
research schemes to be worked at the Agricultural Re- 
search Station, Samalkot are shown in the District Plan 
of East Godavari. It is hoped that this publication would 
be of some use at the district level. Suggestions to improve 
this publication are welcome and they may be commu- 
nicated to the Deputy Secretary (Planning) Government 
of Andhra Pradesh, Hyderabad.

SOURCES OF WATER SUPPLY AND IRRIGATION. 

The chief sources of irrigation in the district arc the 
Nagavali, Vamsadhara and Bahuda rivers. An anicut has 
been built across the Nagavaii at Thotapalli in Parvatipu- 
rarti taiuk from which irrigation channels take ofif. The 
Nagavalli with its tributory the Swarnaraukhi irrigates 
large extents in Palakonda and Srikakulam taluks and some 
extent in Parvatipurani taluk. The varasadhara irrigates 
large extents in Pathapatnam and Srikakulam taluks. The 
Bahuda irrigates considerable extent in Ichapuram taluk.

AN OUTLINE OF THE STATE’S SECOND YEAR 
PROGRAMME OF THE SECOND PLAN. 

The outlay during the Second Year of the Second 
Plan was fixed at Rs, 34 crores after discussions with the' 
team o ' Officers from the Planning Commission and the 
Centra! Ministries, in January 1957. Subsequent to that 
the provisions earmarked for each scheme had to be 
slightly altered in view of the changes suggested by the 
Central Ministries, when schemes, for which Central 
assistance was expected, were sent up to them for their 
acceptance and in view of the changes proposed by the 
Various Departments subject to the ceilings fixed for each 
head of development. The latest allocations made for 
each head of development can be seen from Statement L 

The bulk of the provisions made during 19.57-58 is 
taken away by Irrigation and Power Schemes constituting 
about 40 per cent of the total provision. The outlay on 
Agricultural programmes constitute 2 1 percent and that

The outlay during the current year has increa.sed by 
Rs, 421.666 lakhs compared to the original outlay pro- 
posed for the year 1956-57. This is natural because the 
rate of expenditure become larger as the projects included 
in the plan period and administrative arrangements are 
developed. The provisions during 1956-57 and 1957-58 
under major heads of development can be seen from 
Statement 2. Though the priorities followed in the pro- 
gramme for both the years are similar, it will be seen 
that there has been increased provisions under all the 
other heads of development excepting under Agriculture 
and Irrigation and Power. ,

COMPREHENSIVE STAFF SCHEM E. 


With a view to increase agriciikural production to the 
maximum extent possible, a number of, schemes relating 
to agriciilture have been proposed in the S rcemd Five 
Year Plan. For implementiiTg ilje various schemes in- 
cluded in the plan, additional supervisory si.irf (Technical) 
and other ministerial staiT is cssenu'ai itot only at the 
State Headquarters, but also at the disirici feve!. It is, 
therefore, proposed to employ one District Agricultural 
Officer along with the required ministerial staff in this 
district during the current year. The staff will attend to 
increased correspondence and supervision work on ac- 
count of the implementation of the various schemes in the 
district besides inaintaining accounts and preparing pro- 
gress reports. 

MULTIPIJ CATION AND DfSTPJBUllON OF 
IMPROVED SEEDS. , 


With a view to step up agricultural production dur- 
ing the Second f'ive Year Plan period, the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Agriculture and the Planning 
Commission recommended to the Stale Governments a 
scheme for the establishment of a seed farm imd the 
conslrucli^’Jit of a seed store in each of the C.D, and 
N.E.S. blocks in the country. The avemgc size of a seeti 
farm will be 25 acres of which 5 to 10 acres vviu be dry 
land asui the rest wet land. Only food crops, viz. Paddy, 
Millets, pulses etc., and other crops like green manures 
are proposed to be included in this scheme. Commercial 
crops like sugarcane, oil seeds,' cotton and tobacco are 
excluded as they are dealt .with under separate schemes. 

One important feature proposed for this scheme is 
that gradually secondary seed larms will be; eliminated in 



view of the fact, that ryots usuaUy prefer seed produced 
on Government farms to that produced on ryots’ fields. 
The fooridation seed that is produced in the Agricultural 
Research Stations of the Department will be supplied to 
the 25 acre seed farms in the Development Blocks. 
These seed farms will be useful in producing the nucleus 
seed on a large scale for distribution in the Second Year 
to registered growers for maintaining primary seed 
farms. These registersd growers will produce pure seed 
on their holdings under strict departmental supervision. 
About 50 per cent of the production from these registered 
growers will be procured and stocked in the various seed 
stress for distribution to the cultivators. The need for 
secondary seed farms will thus be eliminated and the en- 
tire cultivated area in the block is expected to be covered 
with pure seed in the course of 3 to 4 years. During the 
current year, it is proposed to establish 71 seed farms 
and construct 71 stores in the State; Of these, 5 Seed 
Farms and 5 Seed Stores will be located in Sarvakota, 
Urlam, Amadalavalasa, Itcliapuram and Gara blocks of 
this district. During 1957-58, it is proposed to distribute 
798 tons of paddy seeds, 39 tons of millets, and 34 tons 
of pulses seeds in the district. 

PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION OF TOWN 
COMPOST. 

By the application of a ton of compost, an additional 
yield of 1/40 ton of food grains is expected. It is, there- 
fore, proposed to accelerate the production and distribu- 
tion of compost in municipalities and major panchayats 
during the Second Plan period by collecting sweepings 
and converting them into compost by using night soil 
collections as starter. During the year 1957-58, a provi- 
sion of Rs 3.03 lakhs has been made for the production 
and distribution of 1 1.12,000 tons of compost in the 
Andhra region with the assistance of a Composit Develop- 
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ment Officer and necessary office staff. Of this, 4,920 tons 
of compost will be produced and distributed in this 
district to beiiefit 984 acres of land. An additional pro- 
duction of 123 tons of food grains is expected. 

PURCHASE AND DISTRIBUTION OF TRACTORS 
ON HIRE-PURCHASE SYSTEM. 

In view of the growing popularity of the scheme of 
distribution of tractors on hire-purchase system, it is 
proposed to purchase and distribute in Andhra region, 75 
tractors during 1957-58 under the hire-purchase system to 
encourage private cultivators who can afford to purchase 
them. Of these. 10 tractors will be distributed to the 
ryots in Tungabhadra Project area and 6 tractors will be 
distributed to the cultivators in this district. Each tractor 
is expected to benefit an area of 400 acres and the 
additional production is estimated at 1/4 ton per acre. 

SUPPLY OF IMPROVED AGRICULTURAL 
IMPLEMENTS AND BEE— HIVES. 

The object of the scheme is to make available 
improved implements and bee-hives to agriculturists on 
an extensive scale. During the year 1957-58, it is pro- 
• posed to purchase and distribute 18,850 improved agri- 
cultural implements at the rate of Rs 5/- each and 1106 
bee-hives at the rate of iO/- each to the agriculturists in 
Andhra region. The scheme is a self-financing one as 
the entire cost will be recovered from the ryots. The 
implements and bee-hives proposed for distribution 
under this scheme will be available to the agriculturists of 
this di.stricl also. 

CONTROL OF PESTS AND DISEASES OF CROPS. 

The object of the' scheme is to equip the Agricul- 
tural Demonstrators with sufficient number of hand opc-- 



rated sprayers aaP dusters asid the Agriculturai Depots 
with power operated sprayers for carrying out effeetive 
renieJial nieusures om a large scale to control pests and 
diseases of crops. Under this scheme, the equipment 
can be hired out to ryots who are willing to carry out the 
remedial measures themselves. 

Duilng i’w Qi'si year of the Piasi !d > 0 - 0 7, sanction 
was accorded for the purchase of 3..) power opera led 
sprayers, iuO hand operated sprayers and tOf hand 
operated dusters at a cost of Rs. 0.87 lakh and chemicals 
v/orih Rs. 0.40 iakli to supplement the equipment already 
avaiiable with the department. It has been found that 
the equipiiient now available is iosulllcient to meet the 
demand as considerable areas in this State are under 
fruits and vegetables and commercial crops like .sugar- 
cane, cotton, tobacco, chillies and groundnut etc., which 
are open to attack from a variety of pests and diseases 
necessitating the adoption of remedial measures. Experie- 
nce has disclosed that the greatest impediment to the 
development of plant protection work is lack of adequate 
spraying and dusting equipment. As this equipment is 
too costly for an average agriculturist to purchase, he* 
will have to be aided by the supply of the necessary 
equipment by the department. The need to augment the. 
equipment with the department was, therefore, impera- 
tive and a sum of Rs. 3.95 lakhs has been provided in the 
Plan for 1957-58 for the scheme. But in view of the 
present financial stringency, it is proposed to purchase 
only 30 power sprayers, 100 hand operated sprayers and 
and 100 hand operated, dusters at a cost of Rs. 0.87 lakh 
and chemicals worth of Rs 0.40 lakh. As the cost of the 
chemicals will be recovered from the ryots, the net cost of 
theseheme for 1937-58' will .be only Rs 0,87 lakh, the 
benefits under this scheme AviU be available to the ryots 
of this district also, ' . ■ . , ' 
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the sugarcane crop by intensifying deveiopraeiu work in 
these and other cane grovv taluks of the Stale, it was.

TECHNICAL PROGRAMME FOR DEVELOP- 
MENT CENTRES. 

i) Supply of disease free seed of improved varieties 
by multiplication of the disease free seed material and 
distributing to cane growers at subsidised rates; 

ii) Establishment of seed nurseries in the factory 
reserved areas to supply sound seed material to the 
growers; 

iii) Laying down demonstration plots with recom- 
mended doses of fertilisers. 

iv) Plant protection measures will be demonstrated 
on large scale on the Zonal Centres as well as in reserved 

' areas by laying down demonstration plots; 

v) Composting will be encouraged by granting a 
subsidy for the compost made: 

vi) Crop competitions to put up cane yields and 
award of prizes to the growers recording maximum cane 
yields : 

A sum of Rs 2.59 lakhs has been provided for the 
year 1957-58 for implementing the above programme in 
Andhra region. This is one of the districts to be benefited 
under this scheme. 

AGRONOMIC TRIALS 

With a view to derive maximum benefit from the use 
of irrigation that will be made available on completion of 
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the irrigation projects by the end of the Second Plan, the 
I.C. A. R, have proposed to obtain and make available 
before the plan period timely advice to cultivators regard- 
ing water requirements of crops, their manuriai doses etc,, 
in relation to different soil types. To obtain this 
information, the I.C.A.R. has prepared a consolidated 
scheme for sample fertiliser trials in cultivators‘ fields. 
The object of these trials is ; 

(i) to study the response curve for nitrogen alone 
and in presence of phosphorous; 

(ii) to study the response curve for phosphorous in 
the presence of nitrogen; 

(iii) to study the response to potash in the presence 
of nitrogen and phosphorous; 

(iv) to study the relative value of nitrogenous 
fertilisers viz. ammonium sulphate, urea, ammonium 
sulphate-nitrate and other nitrogenous fertilisers that may 
be manufactured in the country; 

(v) to study the relative volue of phosphate fertilisers 
viz. Superphosphate and dicalcium phosphate; and 

(vi) to correlate soil conditions with crop growth 
and yield. 

During 1957-58, experiments will be conducted in 10 
districts of the State with the assistance of special staff 
consisting of 5 Supervisors, 1 Chemical Assistant, 1 
Laboratory Assistant, 40 Fieldmen, 1 U.D. Accountant, 
1 Laboratory Attender and one Peon. This is one of the 
districts selected for conducting the experiments during 
the current year. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF CASHEWNUT 


The cashevvnut industry in India which commands 
nearly 90 '’/„ of world trade is fed by imports of raw 
materials from Portugese East Africa. If this industry 
which is the main dollar earning one is to flourish we can 
no longer depend upon supplies of raw materials from 
that source. This State possesses very large areas which 
are now lying waste and which can easily be brought 
under this important crop. It is, therefore, proposed to 
bring at least 20,000 acres of additional area under 
cashewnut during the Second Plan period. The work 
under this scheme consists of ; 

(i) location of cashewnut trees of GUtstanding nuts 
and arrangement for the collection of good seed nuts for 
sowing purposes in the new area selected for e.xten.sion; 

(ii) survey of important ca.shewnut growing area in 
Srikakulam, East Godavari, Guntur and Medak districts 
with a view to select suitable areas for extending cultiva- 
tion of cashewnut; 

fiii) maintenance of accurate records on the area 
newly brought under cultivation of cashewnut: and 

(iv) advisory work on cultural operations and 
maintenance of the existing as well as the new plantation 
raised under the scheme. 

During the year 1957-58, it is proposed to implement 
this scheme in Guntur, Srikakulam, East Godavari, atid 
Medak districts at a cost of Rs. 0.34 lakh with the 
ultimate object of bringing in an additional area of 5,000 
acres in each district under cashewnut cultivation by the 
end of the plan period. , , ' 
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PROTECTION OF SUGAR CANE CROP AGAINST 
PESTS AND DISEASES 

Pesis aad diseases are known to take a heavy toll of 
crop yields. Early shoot borer and smut are the most 
important among sugarcane pests and diseases respectively 
in the Slate and provision has to be made for the prompt 
and timely control of these two. It is, therefore, 
proposed to equip each zonal centre with two power 
sprayers and dusters to facilitate adoption of timely 
control measures. It is also proposed to demonstrate the 
efficacy of the insecticidal or fungicidal sprayers by sub- 
sidising the cost of these chemicals at a cost of Rs. l.OOO/- 
for each centre. This work will be carried on in Bobbili, 
Palakonda, Parvathipur and Salur development centres of 
this district. 

PROVISION OF DISEASE FREE SEED FOR 
SUGARCANE CROP. 

Among the factors that influence cane yields ulti- 
mately the nature of the seed material is an important 
one. Diseased seed material results in a crop of poor 
tonnage and quality. Due to various reasons the popular 
variety of Co. 419 has been recording progressively dete- 
riorated yields in certain areas. It is, therefore, proposed 
to replace such areas wholesale with disease free seed ma- 
terial. It is programmed to grow half an acre of cane in the 
zonal centre at Bobbili for multiplication of seed material 
to cover an area of 2,000 acres in the zone. 

SINKING OF FILTER POINT TUBE-WELLS. 

Under this scheme, loans will be granted upto a maxi- 
mum of Rs 2, 500/- for each individual to enable him to 
purchase the necessary pumping machinery, The condi- 
lion.s for granting loans., are almost identical with those 
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under the schwiBS of supplying oil engines and electric 
motors under hire- purchase system. The loan will be 
recovered from the ryots in 5 equal instalments with inte- 
rest to be fixed by Government from time to time. Dur- 
ing 1957-58, it is proposed to sink 2 filter point tube-wells 
in the district which would benefit an area of 20 acres 
resulting in 10 tons of additional production. 

DISTRIBUTION OF OIL ENGINES AND ELECTRIC 
MOTORS UNDER HIRE-PURCHASE SYSTEM. 

Under this scheme, oilengines and electric motor 
purapsets are supplied to agriculturists on the hire-pur- 
chase system for lifting water for irrigation purpose the 
amount involved being subject to a maximum of 
Rs 2, 000/- in the case of an electric motor pumpset and 
Rs 4, 000/- In the case of an oil engine pumpset. The cost 
of the machinery together with interest at 4% and centage 
charges at 3 ’% will be recovered in 5 to 7 equal instal- 
ments. During 1957-58, it is proposed to distribute in 
the district, 10 oil engine pumpsets and 15 electric motors 
under hire-purchase system. The additional acreage 
expected to be benefited is 8 acres per oil engine and 5 
lores per electric motor. Additional production to the 
tune of 77 tons is expected under this scheme in this 
district. 

IMPROVEMENTS OF LOCAL MANURIAL 
RESOURCES, 

The object of the scheme is to raise the present level 
3f manure production in villages by conserving all the 
ocally available resources and converting them into corn- 
cost by improved methods. At present, this kind of man- 
ire production is estimated at one ton per adult cattle. 
iVith better attention, it is hoped that it can be 
itopped up to two tons per adult cattle and tte 


quality of the maaurc iiuprovcti by raising the nit* 
rogen content from 0,5°l„ to lathe context 

of the several fertiliser schemes proposed to be implemen- 
ted during the second Five Year Plan, it is felt, that unless 
the fertilisers used are judiciously supplemented by organic 
manures like compost, the texture of the soilis bound to 
deteriorate. It is, therefore, programmed to make better 
use of the local manurial resources with a view to build 
up soil fertility. During 1957-58, it is proposed to imple- 
ment the scheme in three blocks of this district. One Spe- 
cial Agricultural Demonstrator designated as compost 
Inspector-and one Fieldman will be appointed for the 
implementation of the scheme. The Compost Jnspector 
and Fieldmen who are to be posted for working in the 
scheme will be given training for a fortnight in the pre- 
paration of compost manure, its storage and utilisation. 
After completing their training, these compost Inspectors 
and Fieldmen will in turn give necessary training to the 
farmers who will be selected at the rate of one per village 
from the selected blocks. 

DISTRIBUTION OF AGRICULTURAL 
IMPLEMENTS. 

During 1957-58, it is proposed to purchase and distri- 
bute improved agricultural implements to the small agri- 
culturists in Andhra area under the hire-purchase system 
as in the case of oil engines and electric motor pumpsets. 
The object is to make the improved agricultural imple- 
ments available under the hire-purchase system to the 
needy agriculturists of the low income group who consti- 
tute a niajdr section of the ryots who cannot otherwise 
purchase them on outright cash payment basis. All the 
terms and conditions under the hire-purchase system of 
oil engines and electric mbtoc pumpsets except the levy- 
ing of 3'‘/o centage charge will be applicable to this scheme 


also. A muximunl ioan of Rs 800/- will be ad\anccd in 
the shape of iin[)lerneiits to each ryot on personal security 
at an interest of 4'7', per annum and it will be recovered in 
4 equal insialmcnfs. An amount of Rs 1. 00 lakh has been 
provided under this scheme during the year 1^57-58. The 
benefits under this scheme will be available to the ryots ot 
this district also, , 


Mimr .Irrigation 

VONIGEDDA ANICIJT. 

Yonigedda is a hill stream emanating from Palakonda 
hill with a catchment of 55 sq. miles to provide better 
irrigation facilities to the area beyond Paiaralasa. The 
waters of Yonigedda are proposed to be conserved by 
the construction of an anicut 3 niiico from Palakonda with 
head and scouring sluices and with a main channel. The 
estimated cost is Rs. 9.16 lakhs. The scheme which is in 
an advanced stage of execution, on conipleiion will irri- 
gate an ayacLit of 2289 acres new in addition to the exist- 
ing irrigation of 722 acres. Ad amount of Rs.4.365 lakhs 
has been provided during 1957-58 for completion of this 
work. 

SURAPADIJ ANICUT. 

This scheme comtemplates the construction of an 
anicut across the Addariigedda, a tributary of Gomuki 
river which joins the Swarnamukhi near Surapadu village 
in Salur taluk, Srikakulam Dt. The scheme will benefit 
an ayacut of 1577 acres new and 274 acres of existing 
irrigation. The work is in advanced stage of execution 
and is expected to be completed during the current year 
for which a provision of Rs, O.Oi lakh has been made. 

NEW SCHEME INCLUDING TANK SCHEMES 

An amount of Rs. 17.06 lakhs has been provided dur- 
ing the current year to take up new miner irrigation 
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schemes and to restore certain tanks in Andhra area. 2 
Minor Irrigation schemes and 53 tanks schemes are pro- 
posed to be taken up during 1957-58 in Srikakulam Dis- 
trict. 

Land Development 

LAND RECLAMATION AND MECHANICAL GUL- 
1 fVATlON WITH TRACTORS AND BULLDOZERS, 

To accelerate extentivc cultivation, tractors and bull- 
dozers have been coming into greater use. In view of the 
large river valley and other irrigation projects undertaken, 
the demand for these machines is increasing particularly 
from regions where dry and garden cultivation predomin- 
ate. The use of tractors has distinct advantages in certain 
operations sush as: . 

(a) reclamation of waste or weed infected lands; 

(b) cultivation of lands in sparsely populated 
areas where there is a shortage of labour: 

(c) drainage and soil conservation operations 
such as contour-bunding, terracing, ridging 
etc. 

According to some estimates, there is a saving of 
three-eights to half in expenditure for earth works by the 
use of these machines. The bulldozers which are now 
available for hire to needy ryots by the Department are 
quite inadequate to meet the ever increasing demand. Fur- 
ther, moft of the bulldozers available have run out of 
their complete life and as such they will have to be replac- 
ed immediately. It was, therefore, proposed to acquire 
44 new bulldozers during the Second Plan Period. During 
1957-58, It is proposed to purchase 13 bulldozers which 
will be available for use df the rjiots in this district also. 



Aiilmal Husbandry 

FREE DISTRIBUTION OF MALE 
BREEDING STOCK 

Under this scheme, it is proposed during 1957-58 to 
distribute, free of cost 2 breeding bulls both white and 
buffalo bulls to poor ryots and Panchayat Boards who 
cannot afford to purchase them and who have some inte- 
rest in livestock improvement in rural areas in this district. 
The custodians will have to maintain these bulls as per 
the instructions of the Department for a period of 3 years, 
or till 180 services are effected whichever is longer after 
which the bull becomes the property of the custodian. 
After the stipulated period, the bull will also be eligible 
for the premium scheme under which Rs. 220/- per 
annum will be paid to the custodian for effecting a mini- 
mum of 60 services. The custodians of these bulls can 
charge a service free of Rs. 1/8/- per each service. The cost 
of each bull is Rs, 1000/-. 

SUPPLY OF WHITE BREEDING BULLS, BUFFALO 

BREEDING BULLS, MALE AND FEMALE 
GOATS. BOARS AND SOWS, DAIRY 
COWS AND SHE-BUFFALOES AND 
RAMS AND EWES. 

With a view to upgrading the local stock, it is propo- 
sed to distribute white and buffalo breeding bulls, dairy 
cows and she-buffaloes, male and female goats, boars and 
sows and rams ewes at subsidised ratesTo the ryots. The 
number of animals proposed to be distributed during the 
year 1957-58 is given below :

OPENING OF TOURING BILLETS, MINOR 
VETERINARY DISPENSARIES AND 
VETERINARY DISPENSARIES 

During the year 1956-57, Government sanctioned 
the opening of one touring billet and one minor veterinary 
dispensary. In the current year. It is proposed to open 
S more touring billets, 2 Minor Veterinary dispensaries 
and 4 veterinary dispensaries in the Andhra region to 
provide better veterinary aid to the cattle in rural areas, 
of these, one touring billet will be opend in this District. 
The billet will be in charge of a stockman compounder 
or veterinary OF livestock inspector. 

POULTRY DEVELOPMENT. 

The Government of India have sponsored a 
Project Poultry Development scheme.’ Under this scheme, 
it is proposed to start 8 poultry extension centres during 
1957-58 in Andhra area out of which one will be started 
in this district. The extension centre will comprise of a 
demonstration unit with a development block attached to 
it. It is proposed to provide training to private poultry 
breeders in modern methods of poultry rearing in each of 
the?e demonstration units, ' A defertilisation unit will also 
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be attached to each extensioti centre for processing village 
eggs in order to prolong their keeping qualities, especially 
during the summer months. 

SUPPLY OF EXOTIC COCKS, HENS AND EGGS. 

There is considerable room for the development of 
poultry as a subsidiary industry in every village provided 
improved stocks are made available in adequate numbers. 
It is proposed to distribute in villages, 46 r exotics cocks, 
462 hens and 4000 eggs during the year 1957-58 in the 
Andhra region out of which 42 exotic cocks, 42 hens and 
365 eggs are proposed to ba distributed in this District. 
Day old chicks will be obtained for this purpose, reared 
for 4 months anci then distributed to the villagers. 

DISTRICT AND STATE CATTLE SHOWS. 

Out of Rs. 2.0 lakhs provided for this scheme for 
the Second Plan period, it is proposed to spend Rs. 0.30 
lakh during 1957-58 for conductiiig one State Cattle Show 
and 1 1 District Cattle Shows at die rate of one in .each 
District in And lira area besides .38 one day cattle shows 
to create eniliiisiasrn among cattle breeders and to educate 
the masses in scientific breeding, feeding and manage- 
ment and for better improvement of livestock. 

SUPPLY OF POULTRY EQUIPMENT. 

Under tliis scheme, it is proposed to distribute one 
set of poultry equipment in this district consisting of a 
poultry house, a chicken coop, an incubator, wire netting 
for the pen, 2 portable, chick nuls, trap nest boxes and a 
brooder costing in all Rs, 1.250/-. An amount of only 
Rs. 625/- will be collected from the bencliciaries. 

SUPPLY OF DAIRY FEMALE STOCK. 

Under this scheme, it is, proposed to distribute 2 cosv.s 
to the descrying villagers in this District at Subsidised ral- 
es with a view to improve the quality of stock. Each cow 
will cost Rs. 1000/- : ::d 



SUPPLY OF POULTRY. 

It is proposed to distribute under this scheme 103 
exotic birds to the villagers . in this District at subsidised 
rates. Each bird will cost Rs TO/-. 

SUPPLY OF SHEEP AND GOATS. 

The scheme aims at distribiUio;! of 7 sheep on subsidy 
basis in this District. 


PILOT SCHEME .FOR ERADICATION OF 
RINDERPEST 


This scheme was started during the first Five Year 
Plan period in the districts south of river Krishna where 
the entire population was to be protected against Rinder- 
pest. The work was completed in the.se districts by the 
end of. March, 195/ . It is therefore proposed to shift 
this work to 5 districts (i.e) Srikakulani, Visakhapatnam, 
East Godavari, West Godavari and Krishna during the 
•current year. 

Fsrests 

WORKING PLAN CIRCLE 

This scheme is intended for the preparation of work- 
ing plans for the Estate Forests taken over by the Forest 
l.)eparime:it so as to bring them under systematic and 
scientific management of the Department and to revise the 
working plans for the Departmental Forests wherever 
necessary. During 1956-57, preparation of working plans 
was taken up simultaneously in 4 divisions viz. Visakha- 
patnam north, Visakhapatnani south, ChiUoor East and 
Chiltoor west divisions and one third of the work was 
done in each of the four divisions by the end of March, 
1957. It is proposed to, continue. The work 'during the 
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ciirrsiit vear and curry out the second tiiiid of tJie total 
work for which a total provision of Rs. 1.62 lakhs has 
been made for 1957-58. The amount allotted to Srikaku- 
lam district for this scheme is Rs. 0.40 lakh. 

EXTENSION OF CASUARfNA PLANTATIONS 

This scheme tvas taken up to raise casuarina planta- 
tions in the coastal areas of Srikakitfam, Visakhapatoam, 
Guntur and Ncllore Districts with a view to meet the 
increasing demand for firewood from big towns in the 
region. During 1957-58. a total amount of Rs. L30 lakhs 
has been provided for this scheme out of which an 
amount of Rs. 0.255 lakh has been allotted to this district 
for raising nurseries, planting casuarina over 210 acres in 
Muchilesam, Balaramapuram and Vatsavalasa series 
besides maintenance of old plantations. 

FOREST REGENERATION 

This scheme was implemented to raise regeneration 
plots in the Panchayat and Estate Forests taken over by 
the Department with a view to improve their productive 
capacity. Denuded open areas in the departmental 
forests are also taken up for regeneration under this 
scheme. During 1956-57, regeneration plots were raised 
over an area of 1616 acres in the Andhra area. The 
provision made during 1957-58, under this scheme is 
Rs. 1.59 lakhs out of which an amount of Rs. 0.08 lakh 
has been allotted to this district and it is proposed to 
raise 3 plots of IQO acres each in Tekkali, Parvathipuram 
and Pathapatnam range besides maintenance of old plots, 

AFFORESTATION OF DENUDED HILLS INSIDE 
RESERVED FORESTS 

This scheme envisages faisirig afibrestatm^ plots 
under contour trenching method slopes 
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inside res^erved forests with a view to prevent soil erosion. 
During 1956-57, an area of 95 acres was planted ail over 
the Andhra region. An amount of Rs. 0.13 lakh , has 
been provided for this scheme during 1957-58 out of 
which Rs, 0.01 lakh has been allotted to Srikakulam 
district and it is proposed to raise plots over an area of 
10 acres in Tekkali and Pathapatnam ranges besides 
maintaining old plots. 

FOREST ROADS IN AGENCY AREAS 

The object of the scheme is to improve road system 
in the Agency tracts of Srikakulam, Visakhapatnam, East 
and West Godavari Districts with a view to enable the 
Department to exploit the interior forests and to improve 
the relations between the tribesmen and the plains people. 
It is therefore proposed to improve roads over a length of 
42 miles during 1957-->8 towards which a provision of 
Rs. 2.00 lakhs has been made out of which Rs. 0.335 lakh 
has been allotted to Srikakulam district for effecting 
improvements to Veeraghattam Donubhavi road from 3/0 
to 10/0 (7 miles), formation of Rasiilpeta-Chinakamba 
road (4 m. 5 f), and spreading metal and consolidation of 
Diguvamenda Rella road from 0/0 to 1 /4 (Im. 4f). 

F t S H E fi I E S 

INTENSIVE SEED COLLECTION AND 
DISTRIBUTION. 

Uodr this scheme, it is proposed to collect fish seed, 
especially the quick growing type, and stock them in 
inland waters of the State intensively for increasing food 
production. The seed so collected will also be pooled 
together in nurseries to be dug and transported to the 
centres of demand by road and rail. It was proposed to 
appoint special staff to . ratensify the seed collection work. 



during 1956-57 besides the purchase of vans for transpor- 
ting the fish seed thus collected to the centres of demand 
and 70 lakhs of fingerlings were expected to be collectc l 
and distributed. But the . scheme could not be imple- 
mented in full as the season for seed collection was over 
by the time it was sanctioned. It is therefore proposed to 
implement the scheme in all its aspects during 1957-5S at 
an estimated cost of Rs 4,0 lakhs out of which an amount 
of Rs 0.13 lakh has been allotted to Srikakulani district. 
Two lakhs of seed wiil be collected and distribiUed in this 
district during the current year. 

IMPROVEMENT OF INDIGENOUS CRAFT 
AND TACKLE. 

The indigenous craft, the raa.jority of which are 
‘Teppas’ (Rafts) supplemented by few ‘Navas’ (boats) pro- 
pelled on sail and oar and at the mercy of the winds is 
taking considerable time in going to and from the fishing 
grounds. The fishermen, cannot go for fishing on days 
when the wind is not favourable.. Even after they reach 
the fishing grounds, not much time is left for them for effec- 
tive fishing as they have to return to the shore in time for 
the market. Thus the catches that are hauled up in the 
short duration are not commensurate with the labour and 
time taken, the result being very low returns for the toil- 
ing fishermen. The only possible solution for this is 
mechanisation of the craft. It is therefore proposed to 
mechanise 5 boats at a cost of Rs 0.35 lakh during the 
year 1957-58 and distribute them to fishermen at subsidised 
prices comprising 50"/o of the cost of the engine and 75*7'o of 
the cost of the boat. The amount due from the fisher- 
men will be recovered in instalments spread over a period 
of 5 years excluding the non-fishing months, flie boats 
will remain the property of the Government till all the 
amounts due on them are: :coroplete1y repaid, It is 
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proposed to incclianise one boat in Srikakulam district 
during 1957-58 for which a provision of Rs ().()7 lakh has 
.been made, l! is expected (hat additional production of 
fish to the e.Klent of 10 tons will be realised by the use of 
.this mechanised boat. 

SCHEME FOR THE INTRODUCTION OF NEW 
TYPES OF (NYLON) FISHING NETS. 

The nets that are now used by the fishermen are made 
of cotton and jute wiiich arc too weak and often fish 
escape from them by breaking the strings. The fisher- 
men are not therefore getting proper returns for their 
labour.- The efficacy of the nylon nets has been well 
demonstrated and it is proved beyond doubt that these 
nets wiii land large quantities of fish and last long besides 
being more economical in the long run. The catches of 
these nets will be twice those of the ordinary nets. - It is 
therefore proposed to purchase 200 nylon nets during 
1958-58 at a total cost of Rs i.OO lakh and distribute 
them to the fishermen and fishermen ««ooperative societies 
as the case may be in Andhra region at subsidised rates. 
The cost of the nets will be recovered in instalments 
spread over a period of 5 years e.xcluding the nonishing 
months. The Government of India have agreed to give a 
subsidy of Rs. 0.17 lakh representing half of the 33 .1/3"/,, 
of the cost of 200 nylon nets. An amount of Rs 0.20 lakh 
has been allotted to Srikakulam district during 1957-58 
for the purchase of 40 nylon nets and 200 tons of 
additional catches are expected by the use of these nets. 

EXPANISION OF RURAL CREDIT SOCIETIES 

■' The scheme aims "'at reorganisation, sireogtlrening 
„and e.xpansion of rural- /credit societies in the State on Ihq 
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lines recommended by the All-India Rural Credit Su 
with the ultimate goal of ensuring that every rural fa 
is represented on a co-operative society and that i 
years, co-operatives should handle 50 per cent of all i 
credit business. The main objectives of the scl 
are." 

(a) Increase in the coverage of villages and 
population to the extent of 86 % and 45 % 
pectively by the end of 1960-61: 

(b) organisation of about 500 larger sized prii 
credit societies, covering wide but compact a 
with larger membership and business turni 
State partnership and paid management; 

(c) progressive increase in the issue of short 
and medium term loans to agriculturists; an 

id) effective linking of credit with marketing. 

This shceme was implemented during 1956-5' 
strengthening the departmental staff at various levels 
for providing financial assistance to Central Co-open 
Banks and the larger-sized societies towards mainten 
of trained personnel for supervision and managemen 
It is proposed to continue this scheme during the 
1957-58. The programme for the current year in 
district includes the establishment of 6 larger-5 
primary credit societies and one rural bank, beside 
activisation of the existing smaller societies. Who 
necessary, smaller-sized societies will also be organised, 
objective is to cover, by the end of 1957-58, 1305 vil 
and a population of 4.59 lakhs by these primary c 
institutions. Consistent with the programmes for incn 
agricultural prodpction, ; it is also proposed to step 
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short term and medium term production finance in the- 
district to the extent of Rs. 32.00 lakhs and Rs. 5.00 lakhs 
respectively during the year. 

in order to ensure effective supervision over eo-opera- 
tivc societies in the context of the expansion progamme 
envisaged, it is proposed to employ one Senior Inspector 
and one Junior Inspector in each of the two Deputy Re- 
gistrar’s circles in the district. One Senior Inspector will 
also be employed to work as secretary of the rural bank 
proposed to be started during 1957-58 in this district and 
the entire cost will be borne by the Government. 

The full cost of the managerial staff of ail the larger 
sized societies proposed to be established during the year 
will be subsidised by the Government besides 3/4ths 
cost of the staff of the 3 societies established during 
1956-57. 

LONG TERM LOANS THROUGH LAND 
MORTGAGE BANKS 

Under this scheme, long-term loans repayable in 20 
years will be issued through the primary land mortgage 
banks for facilitating permanent improvements to land, 
provision of irrigation facilitities, reclamation etc. With 
the various irrigation projects under execution, large tracts 
of land are steadily being brought under cultivation year 
after year. This large programme of land development 
and extensive and intensive farming need considerable 
long-term finance and the most suitable institutional 
arrangement for the provision of such finance would be 
through co-operative Land Mortgage Banks. This scheme 
was implemented in 1956-57 and during the current year, 
long-term loans to the extent of Rs. 4.20 lakhs will be 
issued in this district. To cope with the increased work. 
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2 suparvisors for the Prisiiary Land Mortgage Banks are 
proposed to be employed in the district. 

HDUCATION OF MEMBERS AND OFFICE 
BEARERS OF CO-OPERATIVE SOGfCTiFS 

This is a new scheme which envisages the traiiiing of 
members of rural credit societies for 2 or .i days, pancha- 
yatdars for about ond week and presidents and secretaries 
and paid employees of societies for 5 to ') weeks in the 
principles and' practice of co-operation, management of 
institutions, maintenance of accounts etc. 

During 1957-58, the scheme is proposed to be imple- 
mented 'ili over the State. Staff comprising of one co- 
operative Sub-Registrar and one Senior Inspector for each 
of the 23 Deputy Registrar’s circles and one Deputy 
Registrar for State Co-operative Union Itas been provided 
for. It is proposed to impart training lo 300 members, 
office bearers and paid employees of Go-opeiative Socie- 
ties in ibe district during the year. 

RESEARCH, SURVEY & STATISTICS. 

The scheme aims at organising a separate wing in the 
cooperative department to study the benefits derived by the 
public or drawbacks experienced in connection with the 
implementation of several .schemes through the Coopera- 
tive Department, to formulate policie.s and ,to devise 
remedial measures to overcome the drawbacks, if any. 
This is a new scheme proposed to be implemented during 
the year 1957-58, by the appointment of one Cooperative , 
Sub-Registrar, one Senior inspector, one.lunior Inspector, 
one Typist and two Peons at the Headquarters for direction 
control and reviewing the work of field staff etc., and 
one senior Inspector each in the’ 20 districts, of Andhra 
Pradesh for conducting surveysp collecting statistics etc. 
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STATE COOPERATIVE DEVELOPMENT FUND. 

In pursuaiicc of the recommendations of the All- 
India Rural Credit Survey, Committee, it is proposed to 
insliUiie a '■‘State Coopera.ti,ye Development Fund 
Complementary to tire ‘tNaiional Compsraiive Development 
i'o he coiisliiiited by , the Government of India. 
Tl'.e object of the fund is to provide financial assistance 
to c o o p e r a t i v e socisiies engaged in activities 
for the promotion of agriculture arid other ancillary activi- 
ties such as marketing, processing etc, The erstwhile Gove- 
rnment of Hyderabad It'dve ■ constiiiited this fund with an 
initial contribution of 2 lakhs. .As. this provision will not be 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the enlarged State of 
Andhra Pradesh, it is proposed to enhance this provision 
by another one lakh during 1957-58. The financial assista- 
nce under this fiuHi will be available to the coopertive 
Societies of this district also. 

AGRICULTURAL CREDIT (RELIEF AND 
GUARANTEE) FUND.' 

On the recommendations of the All-India Rural 
Credit Survey Committee,' it' is proposed to institute a 
“State Agricultural Credit ( Relief and Guarantee ,) Fund 
complementary to the “National Agricultural Credit 
( Relief and Guarantee ) Fund, proposed to be constituted 
by the Government of India. The object of the fund is 
to give relief to Cooperative credit societies to meet losses 
incurred by them by writing off bad debts etc. The erstwhile 
Government of Hyderabad have created the fund with an 
initial conlribiiUon of Rs. L5J lakhs. It is proposed to 
enhance the provision by another Rs. 1 .50 lakhs during 
1957-58 to meet the requireraenfs of the enlarged Stale of 
Andhra Pradesh. The benefits under this scheme will be 
available to the cooperative societies .'of this 'district also. 



Warehausiflg and Marketing 

DEVELOPMENT OF COOPERATIVE MARKETING. 

The scheme which is, ill essence, part of the integra- 
ted scheme of rural credit recommended by the All-India 
Rural Credit Survey Committee, aims at the development 
of. agricultural marketing through cooperativevsocieties on 
an enlarged scale by . — 

(i ) the issue of loans against agricultural pro- 
duce in an increasing measure; 

(ii) the construction of godowns and provision 
of warehousing facilities at ail important 
mandi centres and in central villages; 

( iii ) assisting the marketing cooperatives to put 
up processing plants with State assistance; and 

(iv ) providing financial help to societies to 
employ trained personnel to manage 
the affairs. 

The scheme contemplates, close coordination between 
the agricultural credit Cooperatives on the one hand and 
* marketing cooperatives on the other and imposes an obli- 
gation on the part of the members of credit cooperatives 
to market their surplus produce through the marketing 
society. It equally envisages coHaboration between mar- 
keting cooperatives and the State Warehousing Corpora- 
tion proposed to be set up under the integrated scheme 
rural credit. 

During 1957-58, it is proposed to organise a State 
Marketing Society besides strengthening 40 marketing 



soeietjes spread overall the eleven districts in Andhra 
region with State participation to an extent of Rs. 4 lakhs 
at the rate of Rs. 10,000 on anaverage per society. 
A sum of Rs, 1.00 lakh is proposed to be contributed 
towards the .share capital of the district and apps.x market- 
ing societies.. 

Short-term marketing finance to the tune of Rs. 15.03 
lakh.s will be made availbie to producers of this district to 
enable them to hold up their produce for better market. 

STATE WAREHOUSING CORPORATION. 

Several Committees and Commissions including the 
Royal Commission on Agriculture, the Central Banking 
Enquiry Committee, the Marketing Sub-Committee, the 
A g i c u 1 1 u r a I Finance Sub*C o m m i 1 1 e e , the 
Co-operative Planning Committee, the Rural Banking 
Enquiry Committee and finally the All-India Rural Credit 
Survey Committee have all emphasised the need to promote 
warehousing in the country. In the absence of warehouse 
receipts which could serve as collateral for the promissory 
notes of the borrowing banks, it has not been 
possible for the Reserve Bank to extend assistance to the 
Cooperative and Scheduled Banks under section 17 of the 
Reserve Bank Act for financing marketing operations. 
Warehousing will provide an important instuiional link 
between the activities of credit and nott-credit 
societies. The Government of India have therefore pro- 
posed to establish a Central Warehousing Corporation 
and complementary to it, the States are required to jesta- 
biish State Warehousing Corporations. These corpora- 
tions will function under the direction of the National 
Co-operative Development and Warehotiseing Board. The 
Central Warehousing Corporation is expected to have a 
total capital of Rs. 10 crores of which the Central Covr- 
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iimcnt tlirough the National Cooperative Dc\ clopnierit 
and 'Warehousing Board niay siibscribe Rs. 4 crores and 
the rest may be subscribed’ by the State Bank of India. 
Scheduled Banks,. Co-opsfadve fascituiior.s, ete, 'Fhe 
Central VV'areliouslng Cofpration is expected to setup 
large-sized \¥arehouses 'at about. !00 ifuportant centres. 
Warehouse receipts will be treated as negotiable instru- 
ments on the security, of .which Banking instulion.s can 


provide credit do . those, who deposit agricis'uiral produce 
in warehouses, in order :to..sei up a State VVaiciiotrsing 
Corporation ‘a token pro-vi.sioa of Rs. lOOj- was made 
during the year i956-57, but the propo.s;d could not be 
pushed through,' due to the formation of Andhra Prade.sh. 
It is proposed to bring the Corporation into existence 
during .1957-58 v/iih an inilia! share capital of Rs, 15 
la'khs. Share Capital to- an extent of - Rs. 7.50 lakhs will 
be subscribed by the Ceii'trai Wareltousing Corporation 
while the balance will be -met by the Slate Government by 
obtaining a loan from the National Co-operative Develop- 
ment and Warehousing Board. The cofporation will 
undertake to promote warehousing facilities in this 
district also. 


Hationai Extensioa Setiee ami Projects 

Community Development is a process designed to 
create conditions of economic and social progress for the 
whole community with its active participation and the 
fullest possible reliance upon the comniunity’s ■ initialive. 
The movement under Community Development which 
was started in October, 1952 has come to stay as the best 
method of tackling the problem of rural welfare. The 
phenomenal success of The movement during the First 
Plan has made.it a permanent feature of the country’s 
economic development with special emphasis on rural 


(.ievelopin.?nt. By the end of March 1957, there were 7 
blocks in the dislricl comprising of 4 N.E.S. Blocks and 
3 C. D. Blocks covering an area of 596.07 Sq. miles and 
a poinilaSion of 5,36,524 spread over 764 villages. During 
1957-58, 4 more N.E.S. Blocks will be inaugurated thus 
making the total-nninber of blocks in the District as If. 
Ichapuram C. D. Block of this District will be normalised 
into one Post-Intensive Block during the currint year. 

These blocks could assist the success of the Second 
Five Year Plan by educating the people about the .plan 
and their responsibilities towards its success.

VAMSADHARA PROJECT 

The project consists of a dam at Gotta with a reser- 
voir capacity of 19,173 M.cfc, a right side canal 33 miles 
long (ayacut 73750 acres) and a left side canal 60 miles 
long (ayacut 13400 acres). A barrage has also been 
proposed at Singidi 26 miles above Gotta with a right 
side high level channel 27 miles long to serve an ayacut of 
18000 acres. But at the instance of Dr. K. L. Rao, 
Member, Centra! Water and Power Commission, an 
alternative site for the reservoir on the Vamsadhara at 
Gudari in the Orissa State has been selected and investig- 
ation at this site is now in progress towards which an 
amount of Rs, 5.0 lakhs has been allotted during 1957-58. 

CONSTRUCTIOIS! OF ANICUT ACROSS 
MAGAVALLI AT NARAYANAPURAM 

This scheme includes construction of a bed regulator 
with 3 ft. falling shutters at Narayanapuram 35 miles 
below ThotapalU Regulator. Two channels with a length 
of 9 miles 6 furlongs on the left and 23 miles 2 furlongs 
on the right will take off from two sluices to irrigate an 
ayacut of 9200 acres new, besides assuring supply to 
27,617 acres. The work on foundation and excavation of 
6anal is in progress. A provision of Rs. 16.39 lakhs has 
been made for expenditure on the above works in the 
current year. 

NAGAVALLI RIGHT SIDE CHANNEL 

This scheme contemplates the excavation of a channel 
13 miles 4 furlongs long with a head sluice at ThotapalU 
Regulator to irrigate lands in Parvathipuram and Bobbili 
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taluks which had been neglected for long, the ayacut being 
6360 acres existing and 2640 acres new. The scheme is 
expected to be physically completed during the current 
year towards which a provision of Rs. 0.40 lakh has been 
made. 

VEGAVATHI ANICUT SCHEME 

This scheme consists of an anient across the river 
Vegavathi, a tributary of the Nagavalli at Karrivaiasa 
village about 8 miles from Salur. The length of the anicut 
will be 300 ft. with two scouring wents at each end and 
two head sluices for two irrigation channels, 5 miles 4 
furlongs on the left and 6 miles 4 furlongs on the right. 
The work on the scheme such as well sinking, anicut, 
excavation of channels and construction of cross masonry 
works are in good progress and are expected to be com- 
pleted during the current year for which a provision of 
Rs. 2.0 lakhs has been made. This scheme would bring 
under new irrigation an area of 1921 acres besides the 
existing irrigation of about 4430 acres, 

SEETHANAGARAM ANICUT SCHEME 

An anicut is being constructed across Swarnamuki, a 
tributary of the Nagavalli near the village Venkata 
Bhairavipuram five miles above Seethanagaram with a 
right side channel, 9 miles long and left side channel 
3 1/2 furlongs long to stabilise the existing irrigation of 
2041 acres and to develop an additional ayacut of 2421 
acres. The project works, such as excavation of channels 
construction of body wall, cross masonry works on 
channels etc., are in good progress. A provision of 
Rs. 0.50 lakh has been made during 1957-58 for the 
project.', 
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MACHKUND HYDRO-ELECTRIC SCHEMES 

Under this scheme three generating units of 17000 
kw. capacity each have been commissioned and some pre- 
liminary work in respect of the instaUation of the 4th, 
5th and 6th generating sets was also done. During the 
current year, 1957-38, erection of the 4th, 5th and 6th 
units will be under progress. The 4th and 5th units are 
expected to be commissioned by about September 1958 
and December, 1958 restly. The 6th unit is expected to be 
commissioned by about March 1959, An amount of 
Rs 121.64 lakhs has been provided for the scheme during 
the current year of which Rs 74.00 lakhs will be the share 
of this District. 

RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 

In 1956-57, 198 villages were electrified in Andhra 
region. It is proposed to electrify another 206 villages 
during the current year of which 10 will be in this district. 
Extensions to Ferro-manganese Factory at Gadvidi and 
other loads will also be executed partially during the 
current year. 

Major And Medium Industries 

COOPERATIVE SUGAR FACTORIES 

Under this scheme, it is proposed to establish 5 Co- 
operative Sugare Factories in Andhra area each with a 
crushing capacity of 600 to 700 tons during the Second 
Plan period with a financial provision of Rs 60.77 lakhs. 
Of these, one will be established at Amadalavalasa in this 
District and a Cooperative Society for the purpose has 



alredy been registered during 1956-57. Free services of a 
Deputy Registrar have been given to this Society for 
attending to preliminary works such as collection of share 
capital, selection of site etc. The work of collection of 
the share capital is being pushed through. During the 
current year, an amount of Rs 24.36 lakhs has been pro- 
vided under the scheme, of which Rs 12.072 lakhs will be 
utilised for this society-Rs 12.00 lakhs towards the State 
contribution to share capital and Rs . 0.72 lakh towards 
the salary etc., of the Deputy Registrar appointed for 
the society.

PRODUCTION-CUM-TRAINING CENTRES 
IN BLACKSMITHY 

A servics centre was established in a rented building 
during 1956-57 at Srikakulani with a view to impart train- 
ing to established blacksmiths in the repair and manufac- 
ture of improved agricultural implements, tools etc. This 
centre was designed to impart training to 12 established 
blacksmiths. During the year 1957-58, a batch of 12 
candidates will be trained at this centre for a period of 
1 1 months and a stipend of Rs 30/ per month will be paid 
to each trainee, A permanent building will also be cons- 
tructed for the location of the Centre. 

PRODUCTION-CUM-TRAINING CENTRE IN 
CARPENTRY 

Under this scheme, a production-cum-training centre 
was established in a rented building at Srikakulara during 
1956-57 to impart training, -to 12 trainees in the use .of 
improved tools and in the manufacture of quality furni- 
ture on improved lines for a period of U months. During 
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the current year, another batch of 12 trainees will be 
traiiied at this centre. Each trainee will be paid a stip- 
end of Rs 30/- per month during the period of training. 
A permanent building will also be constructed for the 
location of the centre. 

STATE AID TO INDUSTRIES-LOANS UNDER 
THE STATE AID TO INDUSTRIES ACT. 

Under the State Aid to Industries Act, it is pro- 
posed to grant loans to the tune of Rs 4 lakhs for the 
promotion of smalt scale and cottage industries in the 
Andhra region. The loans will be sanctioned and 
disbursed at the State level. The industrialists of this 
district are also eligible for loans under this scheme. 

STRENGTHENING THE DEPARTMENT OF 
INDUSTRIES AND COMMERCE. 

To cope up with the increased work in connection 
with the development of small scale industries, it is pro- 
posed to strengthen Headquarters staff of the Director of 
Industries and Commerce and the District E!(.ecutive staff at 
an estimated cost of Rs 1.18 lakhs during 1957-58. The 
e.icecutive staff of this district will also be strengthened 
for the effective implementation of the various schemes, 

COTTAGE INDUSTRIES-LOANS TO 
VILLAGE ARTISANS. 

With a view to assist the artisans engaged in the 
various cottage industries, it is proposed to disburse 
Rs LOO lakh during 1957-58 by way of loans in Andhra 
region. A sum of Rs 11,000 will be granted as loans to 
the artisans of this district during the current year. 

SHARE CAPITAL AND WORKING CAPITAL 
LOANS TO PRIMARY SOCIETIES. 

Under this scheme, it is; propo.sed to advance loans 
to weavers to enable 'thenr to take shares in the Weayets 
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Societies and become members. During 1956-57, 5000 
weavers were brought into the Cooperative fold with such 
assistance and 256.88 lakh yards of cloth was produced 
by the cooperatives. During the current year, 5000 
weavers will be admitted into the cooperative societies . 
and 276 lakh yards of cloth is expected to be produced. 
It is also proposed to grant loans towards working capital 
of societies. During 1957-58, an amount of Rs 1.06 
lakhs will be advanced as loans to 500 weavers of this 
district. 

EXPANSION OF MARKETING ORGANISATION 

OF THE ANDHRA HANDLOOM WEAVERS 
SOCIETY. 

This scheme aims at strengthening the marketing 
organisation of the Andhra Handloom Weavers Coope- 
rative Society, Due to the various measures proposed to 
be taken for the development of Handloom industry, 
considerable increase in production of handloom cloth is 
expected and , to market their cloth, effective and depen- 
dable marketing origanisation is necessary. During the 
year 1956-57, 13 sales depots and emporia were opened, 
one mobile van was purchased and two Regional Marke- 
ting Officers were appointed. During the year 1 957-58, 
another 13 depots and emporia are proposed to be 
opened. One mobile van will be acquired and one 
Regional Marketing Officer will be appointed. Of the 13 
sales depots and emporia, two will be opened in this 
district. 

IMPROVEMENT OF TECHNIQUES. 

It is essential to increase the technical efficiency of 
the handloom industry to produce finer varieties of cloth 
with better and popular designs; to compete with the mill 



industry and to cater to the changing tastes of the public. 
Towards this end, it is proposed to supply 180 standard 
reeds, 36 devices to regulate picks, 12 warping machines, 
108 frame and pedal looms and 120 dobbies to the weavers 
of this district during the current year. 

REBATE ON SALE OF HANDLOOM CLOTH. 

To stimulate the sale of Handloom cloth, a redate of 
9 naye paise per rupee is allowed on the sale of ^andloom 
cloth by the depots of the Andhra Handloom Weavers’ 
Cooperative Society and other agencies dealing exclusively 
in handloom cloth. This scheme is proposed to be con- 
tinued during the year 1957-58 at a cost of Rs 15.00 
lakhs. The rebate will de given on the sales eflfected in 
this District also, 

HOUSING COLONIES FOR WEAVERS. 

The object of the scheme is to improve the housing 
conditions of weavers to enable them to carry on the 
industry under healthy and congenial surroundings. The 
Government of India have decided to .encourage the 
formation of housing colonies of Weavers’ Cooperatives 
and to grant for this purpose loans to the extent of 
66 2/3'’/a and subsidy of 33 l/S*’/, of the cost of a house 
subject to a ceiling of Rs 3,600/-. During the year 
1957-58, 50 houses will be constructed in this district at a 
cost of Rs 1.5 lakhs, 

INDUSTRIAL CO-OPERATIVES 

The main object of this scheme is to ensure that 
village industries consolidate their position, improve 
their technique and thereby increase total production. The 
scheme also makes a substantial contribution, to the 
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problem of unemployment among village artisans. A 
sum of Rs, 2.75 lakhs has been provided for this scheme 
during 1957-58. The programme during the current year 
includes development of important village industries like 
tanning and leather industry, handpounding of rice, 
khadi, toy making, basket making etc., on co-operative 
lines. The benefits under this scheme will be available 
for this district also. 

PALM PRODUCTS DEVELOPMENT 

The scheme aims at the amelioration of ex-tappers 
by providing them with opportunities for alternative em- 
ployment such as tapping of neera, manufacture of 
Jaggery and other piam products. Under this scheme, 
training will be given to ex-tappsrs in refined methods of 
jaggery manufacture. It is also proposed to run produc- 
tion-cum-training centres and Neera Bhavans on commer- 
cial lines. During the year 1957-5i, 100 licences for 
tapping are proposed to be issued and 22 tons of palm 
jaggery produced in the district besides distributing palm 
seeds.

During 1956-57, Srikakulam-Calinga- 
patnam Road (0/0 to i2/0j and Chipurupalli Laveru 
Road (0/0 to 13/0) were ordered to be taken over by the 
Government and during the current year the Sompeta to 
GNT Road via Kaviti which is 15 miles 6 furlongs is pro- 
posed to be taken over. Towards the maintenance of alt 
these roads an amount of Rs. 0.80 lakh has been provi- 
ded in the current year’s Plan.

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ROADS IN VILLAGE PLANS

TECHNICAL AND VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 

(Non-Univefshy) 

The Plan for 1957-58 contains a provision of Rs 7.68 
lakhs for the development of Technical and Vocational 
Education in the Andhra area of which an amount of Rs 
0.51 lakh vsriU be spent for conversion of Elementary 
Grade Ifraining Sections into Secondary Grade Training 
Sections in the Non-Basic Training Schools (Rs 0,21 lakh) 
and to provide furniture and equipment to Basic Training 
Schools (Rs 0.30 lakh). Of the balance provision of Rs 
7.17 lakhs, a sum of Rs 0.20 lakh will be spent in this 
district for providing Play Grounds to the Basic Training 
Schools at Parvatipur (Rs 0.05 lakh) and Koraaravallt 
(Rs 0,15 lakh) in Srikakulafn District. 


UNIVERSITY EDUCAtlON. 

An amoimt of Rs f 6.763 lakhs has been provided dur- 
ing the current year for the development of University 
education in the Andhra area out of which a sum of Rs 
1.763 lakhs will be lUUised for introdiicmg Pre-University 
and additional courses and providing furniture and equip- 
ment in the Colleges (both Government and Private). Of 
this, some amount will be spent for the Colleges in this 
District. It is also proposed to construct buildings for 
Government Arts College Srikakiilam at a cost of Rs 3.00 
lakhs. 

HIGHER PROFESSIONAL AND TECHNICAL

ESTABLISHMENT OF PRIMARY HEALTH 
CENTRES. 

The scheme envisages the establishment of Primary 
Health Centres in N. E. S. Block areas to cater to the 
needs of rural population with the assistance of Govern- 



liient of India and UNICEF. The UNICEF will provide 
1 jeep for each centre in addition to the drugs, diet etc., 
and the Government of India will bear the cost 
ruction of constriiction of buildings at the rate of 
Rs. 30,000/- for each centre. During the year 1957-58, 
it is proposed to establish 20 Primary Health Centres for 
which an amount of Rs. 9.12 lakhs has been provided. 
Of these, 2 will be opened in Baruva and Mandasa 
Blocks in Srikakulam iSistrict. 

Public Health. 

EXPANSION OF MALARIA BUREAU. 

Under this scheme, it is proposed to open 2 National 
Malaria Control Units and 36 Sub-units during 1957-58 
in Andhra area. Of these. 2 sub-units will be located in 
Srikakulam District at a cost of Rs. 38,000/-. 

HEALTH PROPAGANDA AND PUBLICITY. 

An amount of Rs. 1.40 lakhs has been provided under 
this scheme during the current year to establish a Central 
Health Education Bureau in the Office of the D. P, H. to 
educate the masses on health measures and towards the 
the cost of 12 jeeps and 2 Epidemic Vans to be provided 
to the District Health Officers. Of this, an amount of 
Rs. 5,300/- is allotted to Srikakulam District towards the 
cost of one Jeep, 

NATIONAL FILARIA CONTROL PROGRAMME. 

Under this scheme, 2 Survey units and 1 Fiiaria Con- 
trol Unit were established in 1955. The 2 Survey units 
functioned upto 30-9-1956 and the control unit is being 
continued. During the current year, it is proposed to’ 
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establisli 4 additioiial control unit'; bisivles continuing the 
existing unit in Andhra area. Of these, 1 will be establi- 
shed in Srikakulam District at a cost of Rs. 81, 440/-. 

URBAN WATER SUPPLY AND DRAINAGE 
SCHEMES. 

An amoimt of R?. 7.54 lakhs hns been provided 
during the year 1957-58 for the Srikakuiam Water Siippiy 
Scheme which is e.xpected to be completed duing i 958-59.

RURAL HOUSING 

Improvement of housing conditions in rural areas is 
a task of enormous dimensions. It has to be viewed not 
as an isolated objective, but as a part of the larger scheme 
of rural reconstruction. Rural Housing Programme has 
therefore been given due importance in the Second Five 
Year Plan and a sura of Rs. 7.13 lakhs has been provided 
for the construction of 170 houses in Andhra region. Under 
this scheme, long-term loans will be granted to members 
of Rural Housing Cooperatives for construction of dwell- 
ing houses. A beginning was made in the year 1956-57 
to construct 25 houses towards which loans to the extent 
of Rs. 0.75 lakh were disbursed. During 1957-58. it is 
proposed to grant long-term loans to the extent of Rs.6,00 
lakhs for the construction of 140 houses in the rural areas 
of Andhra region. Of this, a sum of Rs, 80,000 will be 
disbursed in this district to construct 16 houses. 

URBAN HOUSING BY COOPERATIVE 
SOCIETIES. 

The heavy shifts of population from rural areas on 
account of lack of adequate bppottunities for employment 



ill the villages and the growth of indusiries and business 
in towns with the attraction of relatively high wages 
besides increase in population has created an acute short 
in urban houses. To relieve this shortage, a scheme to 
build 1,120 houses in the urban areas of Andhra region 
has been drawn up and included in the Second Five Year 
Plan. Under this scheme, long-term loans will be issued 
to members of cooperative building societies for the cons- 
truction of dwelling houses. During 1957-58, it is pro- 
posed to construct 7 houses in this district by granting 
loans to the extent of Rs. 0.80 lakh. 

URBAN HOUSING BY LOCAL BODIES. 

Under this scheme, it is proposed to grant loans to 
the Local Bodies in Andhra region to the extent of 
Rs. 4.35 lakhs during the year 1957-58 for the construc- 
tion of about 155 houses to their low paid employees. 
Of this, a sum of Rs. 28,000/- will be available to Bobbili 
Municipality in this district. The entire amount will be 
made available from Centre by. way of loans.

EXPANSION OF NATIONAL EMPLOYMENT 

SERVICE 

The 11 Employment Exchanges set up by Govern- 
ment of India in Andhra were taken over by the State 
Government on 1-11-1956. These exchanges have been 
rendering useful service in as much as they provide the 
machinery for absorbing the employraeiit-seekers, on a 
systematic basis, against vacancies in both official and 
private establishments. It is also generally recognised 
that the Employment Organisation has to be developed in 
order to make it play a mote effective roll in solving the 
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unemployment problem in all its piiases. With this end 
in view, and with a view to cover all the Andhra districts 
without any exception whatsoever, an Employment 
Exchange was opened at Srikakulam in October 1956. 
With the opening of this exchange, each of the districts in 
the Andhra Region is now served by an independent 
exchange. It is proposed to continue the exchange in 
1957-58. The resultant expenditure would be 
Rs. 10,000/-. 

Welfare of Baekward Blasses and Scheduled 

Castes 

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR SCHEDULED CASTES 

Under this scheme, scholarships will be granted to 
students belonging to the scheduled castes studying in 
elementary, higher elementary and high schools. During 
the year 1957-58, 270 additional scholarships will be 
granted to poor and needy Harijan students studying 
below matriculation stage in Andhra region for which a 
provision of Rs. 0.40 lakh has been made. The scholar- 
ships will be available to the deserving Harijan students 
of this district also. , 

SUBSIDISED HOSTELS FOR SCHEDULED CASTES 

There are at present 369 subsidised hostels in Andhra 
region. Individual boarding grants to Harijan students 
residing in these hostels are being sanctioned every 
year. During 1957-58 it, is proposed to sanction 134 
boarding grants involving an expenditure of Rs. 20,1(X) in 
Srikakulam district. 

GOVERNMENT HOSTELS FOR SCHEDULED 

■ CASTES 

Government are maintaining separate hostels for the 
benefit of Harijans. There were 23 such hostels in the 
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Andhra region at the commencement of the Second Five 
Year Plan. During 1957-58, a new Government Hostel 
for college students was started at Anantapur besides 
increasing the strength of the Harijan Boys Hostel 
at Visakhapatnam. As more and more Harijans are 
seeking admission into the Government hostels, it is 
proposed during 1957-58, either to increase the strength 
in the existing Government Hostel or to start a new 
Hostel in Srikakulam District at a cost of Rs. 7,000/-. 

CONSTRUCTION OF HOSTEL AND SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS 

A number of Social Welfare Schools and subsidised 
Hostels in Andhra region are located at present in rented 
buildings. It is, therefore, proposed under this scheme to 
construct pucca buildings for Government schools and. 
for private Hostels run for the benefit of Harijans at- the 
rate of one building for social welfare school or Hostel in 
each district during 1957-58 for which a sum of Rs, 72,000 
has been provided. Of this, a sum of Rs 7,000 has been 
allotted to this district. 

PROVISION OF SANITARY AMENITIES 

Generally, the localities in which the Harijans live are 
insanitary. In order to create healthy surroundings in 
Harijan cheries, it is necessary to provide sanitary 
amenities like wells, pathways, latrines, bath-rooms, etc. 
An amount of Rs. 1.47 lakhs has therefore been provided 
under this scheme for the construction of 70 wells during 
the year 1957-58. Of this, a sum of Rs. 13,000 will be 
spent in this district to construct 6 wells. 

ACQUISITION OF HOUSE-SITES 

During the First Five Year Plan, Government have 
provided about 41,900 house sites free of cost to Harijans 
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and other eligible communities in Andhra region. In 
1956-57 also a sum of Rs. 6.11 lakhs has been spent for 
the provision of house sites to Harijans. During 1957-58, 
an amount of Rs, 3.53 lakhs has been provided for this 
scheme to acquire bouse sites and grant them free of cost 
to Harijans and other eligible communities of which an 
amount of Rs. 32,000 has been allotted to this district. 

PROPAGANDA AND PUBLICITY. 

The problem of untouchability can be tackled effec- 
tively by propaganda and publicity. For this purpose, 
prizes will be awarded for best dramas and ballads on 
untouchability and subsidies will be given for performan- 
ces and magazines. Suitable posters and pamphlets are 
also proposed to be printed and exhibited widely in rural 
areas where untouchability is still prevalent. Harijan 
day celebrations, intercaste dinners and melas will also be 
conducted. A sum of Rs. 8,600 has been provided for the 
implementation of the scheme in this district during the 
current year. 

AID TO VOLUNTARY AGENCIES. 

There are some voluntary organisations like Harijmi 
Sevak Sangh, Bharat Sevak Samaj, Guild of Services, 
Red Cross etc., interested in the uplift of Harijans and 
in the eradication of untouchability. During 1957-58, 
it is proposed to grant a sum of Rs. 67,000/- to Harijan 
Sevak Sangh (Andhra branch) and a sum of Rs. 33,000/- 
to other voluntary organisations. The Harijans of this dist- 
rict will also be benefited by the- activities of these voluntary 
organisations. Two Pracharaks have been appointed by 
the Harijan Sevak Sangh in Srikakulam district under 
this scheme. 
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HOUSING SCHEME FOR HARIJANS 

Harijans are so poor that even provision of house 
has not enabled them to construct houses of their 
. It is therefore proposed under this scheme to pro- 
financiai assistance to harijans and backward classes 
lies foj the construction of houses on the sites acqui- 
by Government and allotted to them or on vacant 
ge sites available. The Cost of construction of each 
se will be limited to Rs. 750/- of which the Govern- 
t vvil! give a subsidy of Rs. z50/'- and an interest free 
of Rs. 250/ . The loan is recoverable in 25 equal 
liraents of Rs. 10/- each. The beneficiary should 
xibute a sum of Rs. 250/- byway of material and 
ur and construct the house according to the type 
gn approved by the Collector of the district. 10”/o of 
programmed houses will be reserved for backward 
ses with a view to provide an incentive for these 
rounities to mix with the Harijans. During 1957-58, 
m of Rs. 30,000 has been provided for constructing 
lOuses at Vomaraviili Village in this district. 

SCHOLARSHIPS TO BACKWARD CLASSES 

Under this scheme, schelorships will be granted to 
srving students belonging to backward classes. Dur- 
the year 57-58, an amount of Rs. 1.25 lakhs has been 
vided for this scheme towards the grant of 2,500 addi- 
al scholarships to the students studying in the High 
ocls and 300 additional scholarships to the students 
;ying in the Colleges in Andhra region. The scholar- 
's will be available to the backward classes students of 
his district also, 

3SlDiSED HOSTELS BACKWARD FOR CLASSES. 

Students belonging to backward classes studying in 
h Schools and Colleges are given boarding grants in 
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Subsidised hostels under this scheme. There are at prese- 
nt 19 such hostels in Andhra region. During 1957-58, it 
is proposed to sanction 33 additional boarding grants in 
this district involving an expenditure of Rs. 4,950/-. 

MIDDAY MEALS FOR BACKWARD 
CLASS CHILDREN 

Children belonging to the Backward classes studying 
in Harijan Welfare Schools are not supplied with midday 
meals at present. In order to give these children the 
same facilities as Harjans, it is proposed to give thern 
midday meals. This will encourage backward class chil- 
dren to join the Harjan Welfare Schools which will help 
eradication of untouchability. During 1957-58, midday 
meals will be supplied to 1396 backward class pupils 
studying in Harijan W'elfare Schools in Andhra region 
for which a provision of Rs. 50,000/- has been made. 
The backward class pupils studying in the Harijan Wel- 
fare Schools of this district will also get the benefits under 
this scheme. 

EDUCATION OF EX-CRTMINAL TRIBES 

The children belonging to Ex-criminal Tribes do not 
attend schools as their parents are not able to suitably 
equip them. It is therefore proposed under this scheme to 
provide books, slates, etc., for these children. A sum of 
Rs. 400 has been provided for the implementation of this 
scheme in this district during the current year. 

HOUSING THE EX-CRIMINAL TRIBES 

Under this sheme, it is proposed to assist members 
of the ex-criminal tribes to Wld their own huts by sup- 
plying building materials worth Rs. tOO/-. It is also pro- 
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10 grant Rs. 30/- per family if they want to repair 
xisting houses. During the current year, a sum of

OPENING OF NEW ELEMENrARY SCHOOLS IN 
THE AGENCY AREAS. 

The existing facilities for the education of tribal child- 
ren in the Agency areas of Andhra region are not sufficient 
to meet the requirements of those areas. 
In order to increase these facilities, it is proposed to open 
15 new elementary Schools .during the current year in the 
agency areas of Andhra region. Of these, 3 Schools will 
be opened at Vangara, Gummadigudem and Sambham of 
Srikakulam district. Two higher grade teachers and one 
sw^ceper will be appointed for each of these schools.

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IMPROVEMENT OF AGRICULTURAL FACILITIES 
IN SEETHAMPETA AND GUMMALAXMIPURAM 
OF SRfKAKULAM DT. 

Under this scheme, improved seeds and manure will 
be sold to tribal agriculturists at half the cost to 
popularise the improved seeds and mmues among the 
tribals. Each tribal family will be supplied 
with seeds and manure upto a maximum of Rs, 750/-. 
During tiie year 1957-58, seeds and manures worth 
Rs. 20,000/- will be supplied at half the cost to about 27 
tribal families in Seethampeia and Gummalaxmipuram of 
Srikakiilam District. 

OPENING OF TOURING BILLET. 

People in agency areas are illiterate and ignorant and 
their cattle are in a neglected state. In order to improve 
their livestock and educate them in controlling epidemics, 
it is proposed to start one louring billet in the agency 
areas of Srikakulam district during the 
current year. One Veterinary Assistant Surgeon and one 
peon will be appointed to work on the billet. Medicines, 
instruments & furniture for the billet will also be provided 
at a costs of Rs. 500/-. The Veterinary Assistant Surgeon 
will tour the agency areas of the District and render effec- 
tive veterinary aid to the livestock. 

DISTRIBUTION OF LIVESTOCK. 

There is large scope to improve livestock in agency 
areas as plenty of pasture lands are available there. A 
scheme for the distribution of better breeeds of lives- 
tock in the agency areas of Andhra region was in operation 
during the First Plan. ToJkeep up the continuity of the 
improvement of livestock ih these areas, it is proposed to 
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distribute during 1957-58. One breeding-bull, one female 
breeding stock and 40 cocks and liens at a total cost of 
Rs. 2,500/- to tribals in Srikakulam district. 

OPENING OF MINOR VETERINARY 
DISPENSARIES. 

Facilities for the protective treatment of cattle are 
essential for the development of livestock. The existing 
Veterinary Dispensaries in the Agency tracts are far from 
adequate. To serve the needs of these areas, to some 
extent, it is proposed to open two Minor Veterinary Dis- 
pensaries during 1957-58. Of these, one will be opend in 
Srikakulam district. One Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, 
one Veterinary Livestock inspector, and one Peon will be 
appointed to serve in the dispensary besides providing 
medicines and furniture worth Rs. 300/-. 

FORMATION OF ROADS. 

The backwardness of tribal people is partly due to 
lack of communications between agency areas and plains. 
To connect agency areas with plains and to a (ford better 
communication facilities, the Second Plan aims at the 
formation of about 60 miles of roads with necessary brid- 
ges and culverts in Andhra region. During 1957-58, an 
amount of Rs 10-67 lakhs has ' been provided for this 
scheme to form 18 miles of new roads besides the const- 
ruction of bridges and improvements to roads already for- 
med in the agency areas of Andhra region. The details 
of the work proposed to be executed during the current 
year in this district is given below:

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FORMATION OF SMALL VILLAGE ROADS IN 
THE AGENCY VILLAGES AND PETTY REPAIRS 
TO THE EXISTING ROADS 

Formation of small village roads and repairs to the 
existing roads in the agency villages is as important as 
any other development programme aimed at the welfare 
of scheduled tribes. It is, therefore, proposed to spend 
an amount of Rs 14,000/- during the current year towards 
formation of small village roads and carrying out petty 
repairs to the existing roads in the agency villages of 
Srikakulam district. 

VISITS BY MEDICAL OFFICERS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT DISPENSARY AT SEETHAMPETA 

Under this scheme, the Medical Officer of the 
Government Dispensary at Seethampeta will visit Govida, 
Saraaragovida, Haddubangi, Jakaravalasa, Manda, 
Upparajammi, Birapadu, Mogadaragooda agency villages 
in Srikakulam District at least once in a fortnight along 
with the Maternity Assistant to render medical aid to the 
inhabitants of the villages. A sum of Rs. 2000/- has been 
provided for this purpose during 1957-58, 

OPENING OF A DISPENSARY AT THONAM 

In order to provide medical facilities to the tribal 
people in the agency areas of Srikakulam District, it is 
proposed to open a dispensary atThonam during the year 
1957-58 at a cost of Rs. 14,000/-. One Medical Officer 
and one Compounder will be appointed to serve in the 
dispensary. 

MATERNITY AND CHILD HEALTH 
CENTRES FOR TRIBALS. 

To combat infant mortality, it is proposed to open 
one Maternity and Child HealtlL at Bhadragiri 


(Eievinpet) 111 Srikakulam District. One jeep will be pro* 
vided to this centre in addition to furniture and midwi- 
fery kit. One Health visitor, 4 Maternity Assistants, one 
Driver and four Ayahs will be appointed to run the centre. 
For locating the centre, a semi-permanent building will be 
constructed at a cost of Rs 1,5 j5f-. 

NUTRITION DISEASES CONTROL SCHEME. 

Mal-nutrition is the main cause for several diseases 
from which the tribal people generally suffer. To control 
nutrition diseases, it is proposed ro distribute during 
1957-58 milk, drugs an ! vitamin supplements worth Rs 
2.500/- through the Maternity and Child Welfare Centre to 
be opened at Bhadragiri in Srikakulam District. 

ANTI-MALARIAL OPERATIONS. 

Tribesmen suffer from various diseases and the major 
disease is Malaria, To carry out anti-malarial operations, 
in agency areas, several schemes were drawn up and imple- 
mented. During the year 1957-58, it is proposed to con- 
tinue the following anti-malaria schemes in the agency 
areas of Srikakulam District at a cost of Rs 63,800/- 

1 . Anti-Malarial Scheme, Parvatipuram. and Pathapatnam. 

2. Extension of Anti-malarial operations in Agency areas. 

INSTALLATION OF RADIO SETS IN AGENCY 

AREAS. 

Radios are a powerful media of transmitting know- 
ledge. Installation of community radio sets in Agency 
areas would go a long way in acquainting the tribal peo- 
ple with the various activities of the Government and edu- 
cate them, With this object in view, it is proposed to 
install 27 radio sets in the Agency qreas of Andhra region. 



duriag the year 1957-58. Of these, 6 Radio sets will be 
installed in selected villages in the Agency areas of Srika- 
kiilam district during the current 3 'ear. 

DIGGING OF DRINfCING WATER WELLS IN 
THE AGENCY AREAS. 

For want of protected drinking water facilities, tribai 
people use water from streams and stagnated pools which 
is injurious to their health. In order to provide protected 
water suppi}', it is proposed to construct 3 J wells during 
the year 1957-58 in the agency areas of Andhra region at 
a total cost of Rs 1.24 lakhs. Of these, 12 wells will be 
constructed in Srikakulam district, A sum of Rs 51.000/- 
will be spent in the district during the current year on 
these works, 

OPENING OF WOMEN WELFARE BRANCHES IN 
AGENCY AREAS. 

Tribal Women bestow little or no care in maternity 
and child welfare. 6 women welfare centres were there- 
fore opened during the first plan period to teach them 
healthy modes of living and clean habits besides making 
them learn domestic economy and gainful utilisation of 
leisure. During the year 1957-58, it is proposed to open 
3 more women welfare branches. Of these, one branch 
will be opened in Srikakulam Agency during ) 957-58. One 
Women Welfare Organiser, one Maternity Assistant and 
one peon will be appointed to run this branch. Equip- 
ment and material worth Rs 5,200/- will also be supplied 
besides medicines at a cost of Rs 500/-. 

SOCIAL ASSISTANCE TO SICK, INFIRM ETC. 

This scheme envisages helping the sick and rehabilita- 
ting the infirm among the tribal women who cannot do 



physical labour, A sum of RsO.iO lakh has been provi- 
ded for this purpose during the current year to benefit 50 
tribal women. 12 tribal women of Srikakulara district 
will be benefited under this scheme in 1957-5E* 

Women Welfare 

IMPROVEMENr OF EXISTING BRANCHES 

To facilitate speedy implementation of the various 
activities conducted in the branches of the department 
and to intensify and to make it more purposeful, the 
branches will be equipped with craft equipment, audio- 
visual aids, gaudening implements etc., for which a provi- 
sion of Rs. 0.27 lakh has been made during 1957-58 for 
the entire Andhra area. 

Social Welfare 

* SOCIAL WELFARE EXTENSION PROJECTS 

By April 1957, 2 Welfare Extension Projects were 
established in Srikakulam District and these will be 
continued during the current year also. 

SOCIAL AND MORAL HYGIENE ' 

Certain Social evils are products of inherent 
maladjustments in the social order and their complete 
eradication needs basic social adjustments. Probiem.s 
relating to social and moral hygiene and the provision of 
‘After Care’ services were studied by the advisory 
committees set up by the Central Social Welfare Board 
and programmes have been drawn up for establishing a 
large number of houses and shelters in the States. During 
the Second Plan period, it is proposed to open 20 District 



Shelters ill Andhra Pradesh out of which one will be lli , 
this District at Bobbili for girls. District Shelters are 
intended for persons requiring after care and for housing 
them for a temporary period pending their transfer to ope 
of the State Homes. In each District Shelter there will 
be -iS inmates. 

Broadeastsng 

INSTALLATION AND MAINTENANCE OF 
COMMUNITY RADIO SETS 

During the Second Plan period, it was proposed to 
instai 5000 Community Radio sets in the Andhra region 
of which 500 were installed in 1956-57, Each set costs 
Rs. 300/- of which the Centre pays Rs. 125/- and the rest 
is met by the local bodies concerned. The latter should 
also pay the maintenance charges at Rs. 120/- per set per 
year. The State Government however bears the balance 
cost of maintenance (i.e.) Rs.lOO/- per set per year. During 
the current year, it is proposed to install and maintain 
1000 Community Radio sets in Andhra region out of 
which 75 sets (61 dry 14 main) are proposed to "be 
installed in Srikakulam District. 

Publicity 

During the current year, an Information Centre at 
the District Headquarters is proposed to be opened 
besides continuing the publicity Assistants appointed 
during the year 1 956-57, 

Bureau Of EcoaquiIcs And Statistics 

DISTRICT STATISTICAL AGENCY 

The conference of State Agricultural and Co-opera- 
tion Ministers held in 1953 recommended the appointment 
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of District Statistical Officers for proper scrutiny and 
prompt submission of Agricultural Statistics at the Dis- 
trict level and this recommendation was reiterated by the 
conference of the Directors of Land Records and Agricul- 
tural Statisticians held in December, 1954. Again, the 
Agricultural prices Enquiry Committee appointed by the 
Government of India recomended that a^s a measure of 
permanent improvement in the system of reporting of not 
only agricultural prices but also the various types of 
statistical data in the different spheres, Statistical Officers 
should be appointed in each district. The .loint Conference 
of the Central and State Statisticians held in 1955 had also 
recomended the setting up of a district Statistical Agency 
in each district. In pursuance of these recommendations 
and in order to have whole time field staff to check and 
supervise the statistical work in the district, it is proposed 
to implement a scheme for the setting up of district statis- 
tical agencies in each district during the Second Plan 
Period. One District satisticai Officer, One Investigator, 
One Upper Division Clerk and One Peon will be appoin- 
ted to each District Statistical Agency. It is proposed to 
implement this scheme in a phased programme. During 
the year 1957-58, 3 District Statistical Agencies will be 
set up in the State. Of these, one agency will be set up in 
Srikakulam district at a cost of Rs. 4,150/-. 

The functions of the District Statistical Agency will 

1. ,To co-ordinate the statistical activities of different 

Departments at the District Level and to act as 
a liasoii agency, for the improvement of all 

2. To ensure that the data collected by the different 
district agencies are furnished in time and con- 
forms to contain minimum and uniform , 
standards: 
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3 . To undertake on-the-spot investigations on the 
collection of data; 

4 . To periodically train primary reporters of data in 
the different fields; 

5. To collect economic and statistical data which 

. are either not available at present or are extremely 

meagre, inadequate or unreliable and for which 
there is no suitable agency; 

6. To regularly verify the price data for compilation 
of Index for wholesale prices, rural prices and 
consumerl prices which is being furnished by 
Official and Non-official Agencies; 

7. To supervise and assist in the conduct of adhoc 
socio-economic surveys carried out in the districts 
by the Bureau of Economics and Statistics; and 

8. To exercise technical supervision of the Statistical 
work in the Community Development and 
National Extension Service Blocks, 

Posts & Telegraphs 

During 1957-58, it is prososed to open 46* post 
Offices in Visakhapatnam and Srikakulam Districts. It is 
also proposed to open 3 Telephone Exchanges at 
Naupada, Sompeta and Garividi in Srikakulam District.
